On the 5th Oclobci, 1980, at about 1405 hours, Sub- 
inspectoi Someshwar Naiayan Chouhan, Officcr-in-Chargc of 
Bikramganj P.S., received information that Hari Dusndb and 
his associates had assembled in a house jii village Shivpur, 
P.S. Bikramganj, with a view to commit dacoity ui ui nearby 
village. Shn C houhan collected a small force and rushed 
to the village, 

Alter deploying his paity at strategic points around the 
house, Sub-Inspector Someshwar Narayan Chouhan himself 
entered through its retain door. He noticed some dacoits 
aimed with lilies and guns and challenged them lo surrendci. 
But they replied by opening lire. As the exit through the 
main entrance door hud been wall covered, the dacoits weic 
forced to retreat and take shelter in the loom The South¬ 
east side ol the entrance had been lOvcrcd by Constable 
Rughav Rai who. with IcUst regard lor his pci onal saletv, 
also asked the dacoits to suirender. Ip the meantime, a 
bullet fired through a hole in the room pieiced through the 
right side of his chest, and be fell down. Shri Chouhan extri¬ 
cated the injured sepoy and rushed him to the hospital v.heie 
he breathed his last after an hour, Ho then with the remain¬ 
ing force (attacked the house from all sides and started inlcr- 
fhitlent fire on the criminals, Finding the resistance tough 
for his small party, Shri Chouhan solicited reinforcements. 
Tile Deputy S.P. and Inspector of Police, Bikiamganj, imme¬ 
diately rushed to the village with av 'liable force and on 
reuching there made all arrangements nt strategic .and vul¬ 
nerable points, both at the roof tops ol the house and at 
main entrance door below besides all around the house 
where- the dacoits had been taking shelter and opening fire. 
Sepoy Mobd. Idris Khan and Constable Birendra Jha at a 
great risk entered the courtyard and opened fire. The dacoits 
were now completely demoralised. Finding themselves in a 
predicament, they made a desperate bid to escape under 
cover of heavy lire in which Constable Nagendra Singh fell 
down dead. Undettcrcd the Police party pressed the (attack 
and were able to kill three dacoits and arrest the remaining 
two. A large quantity of arms and ammunitions and looted 
property were recovered from the home.
